Tins is 
so clear that it goes without saying and 
this decision Is fortunate.

were engaged. 
The force was returning to camp at Vlad­ 
fonteln when the enemy, under cover of 
a veldt tire rushed the rear guard, con­ 
sisting of two guns of the Twenty-eighth 
battery and 33o men of the Derbyshire* 
and yeomanry. They temporarily cap tu r­ 
ed thee* two guns 
When the remainder 
of the force came into action, the Hoers 
were driven off and the guns were re­ 
captured ” 
"The guns were recaptured and the Boer 
position wan occupied. 
Our casualties 
were six officers and 51 men killed; six 
officers and 115 men wounded, aud one 
officer and seven men missing One offi­ 
cer and four men have since died of 
wounds. 
Forty-one Boers were killed 
on the ground. 
The further Boer casu­ 
alties are not known. 
Reinforcements 
are being sent.’’

‘‘The decision of the Downes case su s­ 
tains the government and is in accord­ 
ance with views of republicans in con­ 
gress. 
I understand that 
it recognized 
fully and clearly the power of congress 
lo legislate in its discretion with regard 
to 
the venue relations of our insular 
possessions. 
Any other construction of 
the constitution than this would 
have 
made the regulation of our relations with 
the new territories a maze of inextrica­ 
ble confusion and inefficiency and an e x ­ 
am ple of 
how not to do It, 
and would 
h ave resulted in the stay of our eom- 
nterci&l progress. 
It is not easy to de­ 
tail the em barrassm ents in which the ad­ 
ministration of insular affairs would have 
been involved, 
Their status is so e s­ 
sentially different from that of the states 
of the urtiOn that the same legislation 
for both is •im ply impute th able. 
This Is 
•o clear that It goes without saying and 
this decision Is fortunate. 
• Now because of this very thing there 
will be those who will say thut the court 
has b een governed bv the necessities of 
the case and the interests of the ad m in ­ 
istration. 
On the contrary 
I believe no 
other decision was justifiable as 
pure 
matter of constitutional law and of pre­ 
cedent. 
It Is the decision outlined by 
John Quincy Adams, by John 
Marshall,

Rev. W. H, Rousseau, 
pastor of the People’s (colored) church 
said in regard to the problem of his 
race: 
“The problem of the colored people 
has been and is being solved every day 
when 
opportunities 
present 
th em ­ 
selves. 
We can look back with joy at 
the bold step taken by the W om en’s 
Federation 
Society, one of 
the most 
powerful organizations th a t Is known. 
That noble act was to break down a 
prejudice as deep and high as heaven, 
and bring forth unity and love as a 
standard in which all m ight follow’ in 
safety. 
This move was first in au g u r­ 
ated in our own city of Lowell, led by 
noble, C hristian-hearted women, not 
th a t they m ight have their nam es h e r­ 
alded broadcast to the four winds of 
the earth, but for justice to all men 
regardless of race or the color of his 
skin. 
Such acts tend to draw’ Christ 
down to us or lift us up to Him. This 
act, if I be not misled, m akes good 
the passage of Scripture, 
‘the strong 
m ust support the 
weak.' 
If 
Low’ell 
were teeming with her thousands of 
colored 
citizens 
we m ight attribute 
it to such. 
N othing of th a t kind can 
be brought to bear in th a t direction. 
Nothing but pure and noble 
design 
was its cause. 
“Then may such noble deeds of love 
be im itated by every society in our 
boasted C hristian land, and we then 
shall be able to knock 
dow’n 
those 
gigantic 
w’alls 
of 
w rong 
opinions 
which hinder 
so much the work that 
would go to build up the colored race 
that all fair-m inded men might see | 
them as God made them. The 
col­ 
ored people of Lowell haven't any ex­ 
cuse for opportunities: they can rise 
to any or all positions, if they only 
try. 
No 
gates are barred or closed 
against them. 
The colored race has 
no better friends In our Christian land 
than are found in 
Lowell. H er 
sons 
have consecrated the soil of a score 
of states which m eant much in bring­ 
ing about freedom to over four mil­ 
lion of slaves and today sheleaves mil­ 
lions 
of 
her 
countrym en In human 
rights. 
I speak with a conscious void 
of prejudice and hold 
if 
we have 
drawbacks, It is in a large m easure 
our own fault; yet I can not say that 
all Is bright and dazzling to the eye; 
there are some difficulties 
th at 
we 
have 
to 
overcome, 
of 
which 
we 
have no control, yet if these should be 
remedied it m ust be done by our own 
efforts. 
Our race needs 
to be batter 
organized if 
any great im provements 
are made on our part. 
I do not en­

BOSTON, June 4.—D eath—possibly m u r­ 
der—has ended the rom ance of Martin T. 
Glynn, who on F ebruary last 
married 
Mary Devine, who was his grand-niece, 
and 32 years his Junior. 
Nearly three weeks ago he disappeared 
from Ids home at 219 E street, Houth Rus­ 
ton, and since that time his girl wife 
has neither seen no'r heard of him until 
the news was brought to her yesterday 
th at the body of her husband and g rand­ 
uncle has been found on Commonwealth 
flats. 
It was evident th a t the body had been 
in the w ater a long time, and it 
had 
reached such a stage of 
decomposition 
th a t It was impossible to tell by a cur­ 
sory examination w hether or not death 
had been caused by drowning. 
There were m arks about the trouser 
legs as lf a rope had been tied 
about 
th* rn, possibly, the police thought, for the 
purpose of weighting down the body. 
Glynn was a prom inent 
resident 
of 
South Huston. 
There he was one of the leading real 
estate agents for m any years. 
He was 
considered a w ealthy man and 
owned 
many blocks In that section, one of which 
was the one at the corner of Broadway 
and E street, in which he lived. 
At the time he left home It is thought 


th a t he had several hundreds of dollars 
in his pockets, as it had been his express­ 
ed intention to make some deposits in the 
Alt rcantile National bunk 
It was found th at he never visited the 
bank, but when his body w as found yes­ 
terday, the only money In the pockets of 
the dead man s clothes was a few pen- 
nies. 
The question that disturbs the police 
is. what beearn* of Martin Glynn's mon­ 
ey? They believe it possible at least th at 
he may have been assaulted by someone 
Intending robbery. 
Glynn was a powerful man. despite his 
53 years, aud if. 
he w as attacked It is 
thought likely that he would have turned 
on his assailants. 
In some such way it 
Is believed th at he met his death. 
On this theory it is thought It would 
be the most natural thing for the m u r­ 
derers to sink the body, as tile best m eth­ 
od of concealing all Indications of their 
crime.
